We have no definite data, but 
think a reasonable approximation would say an enrollment of 
500 or 600; with an average attendance of two-thirds of the en- 
rollment.

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the fact that when the Sunday Sehool interest is greatest-the 
churches are the most Prosperous. After remarks by Eid. 8. Gg 
Coeper and others, the report was adopted.

SATURDAY Morntva, Sept. 12. 

The Association came together at 9 o'clock. The Modera. 
tor read the 119th Psalin down to the 16th verse, Prayer by 
Eld. W. A. Reynolds. Mivutes of yesterday were read, corrected 
‘and adopted. “W. L. Hopkins read the following report on 
music, to-wit: “The subject of music is one that has been neg. 

. lected in oar charches. We would bail the day eer gladness 
to see a revival of music in our churches. We believe it ix next 
in importance to the preaching of the KOspel. “Sing with the 
spirit and with the understanding.” ~Pije gospel today is writ. 
ten in song. Then let us pray that this part of divine worship 
may have more attention than it has had iu the past. That ‘ere 
long it may become a partof our pablic schools; aud: be taught 
like other branches, Woe recommend all hymns, old and new, 
as edited by E. L. Wesson and T. A. Smith, “Harvest Belle” 
Also the A.J Showalter Co.'s publications; and there are inany 
other song books equally as good. Let all the people praise the 
Lord. “Praise ye the Lord;” which, afte: remarks by Elid, 
J. M. Goolsby and others,’was adopted, 

J. M. Goolsby read the followtag report on lem verance, to- 
wit: “We find that Scripture teaches us to be tempernte in all 

_ things. The very idea of temperance leads our winls to the 
fact that we are to use anything that is right in a. modest way. 
We discuss temperance and make it a subject of prohibition. 
Temperance means the moderate use of g thing. Prohibition 
forbids, and especially excludes the intoxicating cup from our 
mouth, whieh is one of the eurses of today.’ Your committee 
hopes and prays that the Way will come when this great evil will 
be put out of dur free America, which temperance will never do 
After some criticism by W. A. Revnolds and Others, the above 
was adopted.. 

Half past nine o'clock having arrived, the special order was 
taken up, to-wit: Missions.—W. a. Reynolds read a report on 
the same, as fillows: “Mission is the work of giving or sending 
the gospel to those who have it not. Lhe Lord’s people have a 
high and sacred trast; to them is the gospel committed, and apon 
them devolves the work of giving it to others. The Lord says: 

_ “Freely have ye received, freely give.” Agam He says: “Go 
‘ye into‘all the world and preach the gospel to every creature,” 
A great deal has been accomplished and a great deal is being 

* done; but nothing like what we are able and could do. Fields 

_ are white, and harvests waiting. Men are offering to go and 

















bear the glad tidings to the lost, but the means to send them is 
lacking It is high time to\awake out of sleep and give, like the 
redeemed, to the Lord. Everyone should be glad of the oppor- 
tunity to give something toward spreading the gospel from the 
rivers to the end of the earth.” After remarks by Eld. Noah 
Clayton and others, a motion prevailed to adjourn until 20’elock * 
for preaching and a oo,

J.J. Turner read the following repart on Ministerial Edu- 
cation, viz; “We see the great necessity of au educated ministry. 
We know tha? an aneducated winistry can, and has done a won- 
derfal work that is marvelous in our eyes; yet we believe that 
the same ministry could have done more'good if they had been 
thoroughly edueated. We believe that God holds all men ac- 
canttable for the manner in which they improve the talent that 
he has given them. Therefore we recommend that all ministers, 
both young and old, to gain the most thorough education possible 
for them toobtain,” After remarks by Eld. 8.G. Cooper and 
others, the above was adopted. 

J. M. Armstrong read a report on State of Keligion, as fol- 
lows: ‘From information received from reading the associa- 
tional letters, and from other sources, we learn that the state of 
religion is considerably better than last year. We believe that 
the cause of our.Master is in a more healthy condition in our 
Association than has been in several years past. Brethrén, let 
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us pray and work that we may continue to prosper in the good 
work.” After remarks by J. M. Armstrong and others, the same 
was adopted. - : 

Devotional Committee report that Eld. J. M. Goolsby wil] 
preach at 11 a. m. tomorrow. Eld. W. A. Reynolds read a re. 
port on Baptist Institutions, as follows: “The chief and origi. 
nal of which is the Baptist church, which we find to be a natural 
sequence from the plain teaching of inspiration imparted, and 4s 
understood in Apostolic days, which throng the dark ages, and 
more modern skepticism and attempted ivovations has firmly 
held to the maintenents, the teaching of the word, and for the 
Proper perpetuity of the doctrine of the Bible. We recommend 
the education of our boys at Mississippi Callege, and our girls 
at Blue Moantain Female College; each of which we believe ty 
be entitled to our full confidence and support, since the eutire 
corps of teachers are thoroughly competent to teach in their 
several departments, and richly endowed with the Christian 
graces.” After remarks by several bretliren, the Same was 
adopted. 

J. P. McCarty read a report on Literature, as follows: 
“First of all we recommend the reading and studying of the in. 
spired word of God. We further recommend oar State papers: 
The Baptist Layman and Baptist Kevor 1; also Ford's Christian 
Repository and the Baptist Reflector, and auy othe: Baytist 
hteratare for Sunday-schools, exelading all ‘anion literature 
eutirely.” ~ After some remarks, was adopted. v4
